O'Brien, Patrick Kerrigan, R. J. Beam-
Igh, of this city; Hon, T. J. Duggan
and Victor Burachel, of Dunmore;
Thomas Mack, of Winton: John J. 8al-
mon, of Lackawanna, H. Hoffecker, of
Blakely,

Colonel Fitzsimmons sald he had
called the committee together at the
solicitation of & number of prominent
Demoerats, who seemed to feel that
the convention should be an carly one,
The Republicans had already made a
number of nominations and were pre-
paring for the fall campalgn, and those
who had spoken to Mr. Fitzsimmone
soemed o feel that they should be up
and doing, He was ready to hear any
suggestions the committeemen had to
offer, for they were called together to
ascertaln thelr views.

OUR CONVICTS IN PEN

We Haye Ninety of Them In Cassidy’s
Big Boarding House and All
of Them Are Well.

Sheriff Pryor on his trip to the East-
ern penitentinry Wednesday with the
four prisoners, Patrick Battle, Frank
Behueneman, Charles Wasaluskey and
Willlam Osberne, called on the Lacka-
wanna county contingent now in dur-
ance, The number is ninely.

Frank Bezek, who s serving a life
sentence for the murder of his sweet-
heart, Mary Kerzik, at Olyphant three
days after they landed together in the
country, Is big and stout, and his con-
duct a8 accredited on the prison docket
{8 exemplary. He can talk English re-
markably well for a man who four
years ago couldn't understand one
word. He has considerable freedom for
a life conviet, being kept in the hos-
pital “corps.” as they call it,. He goos
around as if he were employed there,

At his trial it was urged in his de-
fense that he was not responsible for
hig act, that he had been driven to
desperation by the refusal of the girl
to marry him, and that he was at-
tempting to Kill himself when she arose
from the floor which she was scrub-
bing when he came in to plead with
her, and that the bullet penetrated her
own head by her grasping the revolver
to regtraln him from suicide,

A wound in his chin was shown to
the jury as having been made by a
bullet fired after she fell dead, but the
commonweirlth maintained that the
wound was received by eoming in con-
tiact with & barbed wire fence when he
was trying to escape after the murder.

The prison physician recently out
into Bezek's chin and found a bullet,
showing that his story of attempted
sulclde was true after all. Bezek has
the bullet now and would not sell ft
for anything legs than his liberty.
